and returning to Haimen on the nising tide. 


5. Up toh November, 15 military vessels were transporting goods from Foochow to 
Nanp'ing (116-08, 26-39) for the Chinese Commumists, 


6. On l) November 2,000 drums of gasoline were stored under the cassia trees on 
the highway outside the South Gate of Chinchiang. These were’ originally 
stored fox the Chinmon attack. Sixty thousand piculs of rice, which arrived 
fron Yungehun (110-13, 25-16) on’ 22 October, wore stored in the ISU family 
Central Nall, Dragon's Head Hill, Hsinhsi (Af v& ), Chinchiang. 
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
